Senate blocks bid to loosen 
rules on concealed weapons 

WASHINGTON | The Senate on Wednesday 
rejected letting people carry hidden guns 
in 48 states if they have a concealed weapon 
permit in any one of them, a rare victory 
for gun control advocates in a Democratic- 
controlled Congress that has been friendly 
to the gun lobby. 

Opponents said it would force states with 
tough concealed weapon permit restrictions 
to let in gun carriers from states that give 
permits to convicted criminals, minors and 
people with no firearms training, 

“It’s extremely dangerous policy,” said 
Sen, Dianne Feinstein, D-Calif , noting that 
her state demands fingerprinting, federal 
background checks, a course of training and 
verification by a local sheriff before issuing 
a permit to carry a concealed gun, 

A strong majority of the Senate, in a 
58-39 vote, supported the measure, which 
would require most states to honor the con- 
cealed weapons permits issued by other 
states. But the tally was two votes short 
of the 60 votes needed to add the mea- 
sure as an amendment to a defense bill.

Virus that is deadly 
to chimps may help 
doctors find a vaccine 

WASHINGTON | Scientists believe 
they have found a “missing link” 
in the evolution of the virus that 
causes AIDS. It bridges the gap 
between the infection that does no 
harm to most monkeys and the one 
that kills millions of people. 

That link is a virus that is kill- 
ing chimpanzees in the wild at a 
disturbingly high rate, according 
to a study in Thursday’s journal 
Nature. Chimpanzees are the 
first primate besides man shown 
to get sick in the wild in signifi- 
cant numbers from a virus relat- 
ed to HIV. 

The discovery of the disease 
killing chimps may help doctors 
come up with better treatments 
or a workable vaccine for humans, 
experts said. 

The monkey version of the virus 
that causes AIDS is called simian 
immunodeficiency virus (SIV), but 
most apes and monkeys that have 
it show no symptoms or illness. 
So, “if we could figure out why the 


monkeys don’t get sick, perhaps we 
could apply that to people,” said 
study lead author Beatrice Hahn, 
a professor of medicine. 

The nine-year study of chimps 
in their natural wild habitat at 
Gombe National Park in Tanza- 
nia found chimps infected with 


SIV had a death rate 10 to 16 times 
higher than uninfected chimps. 
And necropsies of dead infected 
chimps showed unusually low 
counts of T-cell white blood pro- 
teins that are just like the levels 
found in humans with AIDS, 
Hahn said. 


And when scientists looked at 
the particular strain, they found 
that it was the closest relative pos- 
sible to the virus that first infect- 
ed humans. 


The virus is killing 
chimpanzees in the 
wild at a disturb- 
ingly high rate. 


“From an evolutionary and epi- 
demiological point of view, these 
data can be regarded as a 'missing 
link’ in the history of the HIV pan- 
demic,” AIDS researcher Dr. Dan- 
iel Douek of the National Institute 
of Allergy and Infectious Diseases 
wrote in an e-mail. 

Monkeys and apes — except for 
chimps — seem to survive the vims 
because of some kind of evolution- 
ary adaptation, probably on the cell 
receptors, Douek wrote. 

Hahn said chimps and peo- 
ple probably caught the virus the 
same way — by eating infected 
monkeys. And they both spread 
it the through sexual activity.

Administration went through 
the Armstrong Medical Clinic on 
Wednesday for about 234 hours.

“The search warrant authorized

Ed Chernoff, Murray’s attorney, 
said in a statement posted on his 
law firm’s Web site.

Defying the supreme 
leader, Ahmadinejad 
stands by VP choiee 

TEHRAN, IRAN | President Mah- 
moud Ahmadinejad stuck by his 
controversial appointment for a 
key top deputy on Wednesday in an 
unusual defiance of Iran’s supreme 
leader who reportedly ordered the 
man’s removal. His move deepens 
the dispute among the country’s 
hard-line leadership. 

Ahmadinejad’s defiance will 
likely outrage his fellow conserva- 
tives and could cause an outright 
rift between him and his close 
ally Supreme Leader Ayatollah 
Ali Khamenei. 

The wrangling within the hard- 
liners’ camp comes as Khamenei 
is trying to keep them all togeth- 
er in the face of a strong opposi- 
tion challenge after the disputed 
June 12 presidential election. 

Khamenei’s order for the 
removal of Esfandiar Rahim 
Mashai was a stinging humiliation 
for Ahmadinejad — seen as the 
leader’s protege — but Khamenei 
appeared to judge it necessary to 
preserve hard-line support. 

A chorus of ultra- conservative 
clerics and politicians denounced 
Mashai since Ahmadinejad 
announced him as his choice for 
first vice president last week. 

After days of controversy, 
Khamenei ruled. “The view of 
the exalted leader on the remov- 


al of Mashai from the post of 
vice president has been given to 
Ahmadinejad in writing,” the 
semiofficial Ears news agency 
reported Wednesday. 

But later that day, Ahmadine- 
jad said he wanted time to explain 
his appointment and fervently 
defended Mashai. 

“There is a need for ... another 
opportunity to fully explain my 


real feelings and assessment about 
Mr. Mashai,” Ahmadinejad said at 
a farewell ceremony for Mashai at 
the tourism organization he head- 
ed in his previous post. 

“One of [the] virtues and glories 
God has bestowed to me in life was 
to get aquainted with this great, 
honest and pious man,” Ahmadine-

Biden: U.S. Backs Georgia 


VP pledges support 
for ex-Soviet nations 
despite Russian ties 

TBILISI, GEORGIA I Vice President 
Joe Biden on Wednesday pledged 
support for efforts by Ukraine and 
Georgia to break free of Russia’s 
orbit, saying Washington would 
not recognize Kremlin claims to 
an exclusive sphere of influence 
over former Soviet states. 

Biden’s assurances in visits to 
both countries bluntly addressed 
the most volatile issue dividing 
Russia and the West, and were 
offered just two weeks after Presi- 
dent Obama was in Moscow seek- 
ing to heal U.S. -Russia ties.

“As we reset the relationship 
with Russia, we reaffirm our 
commitment to an independent 
Ukraine, and we recognize no 
sphere of influence or no ability of 
any other nation to veto the choic-

Biden declared in Kiev, Ukraine. 

Biden’s comments underlined 
the U.S. commitment to encour- 
aging Western-style democracies 
among ex- Soviet states. 

At a banquet in the Georgian 
capital of Tbilisi on Wednesday 
evening, Biden said he wanted to 
send “an unequivocal, clear mes- 
sage to all who will listen and 
some who don’t want to listen, that 
America stands with you.” 

Russian troops crushed Geor- 
gia’s military in a brief war in Geor- 
gia last August, about five years 
after the country’s 2003 Rose Rev- 
olution brought President Mikhail 
Saakashvili to power and ousted a 
Soviet-era leader, douglas birch (ap)

Frequent Fliers Give Trades a Try 


Travelers ean swap 
unused air miles on 
the Web — for a priee 

DALLAS I Scott Hintz needed more 
miles with American Airlines to 
book a free trip to Morocco this 
spring, and he had several thou- 
sand miles from another carri- 
er that he thought might be just 
the ticket. 

The San Francisco travel exec- 


utive went online, found a willing 
trader for his Alaska Airlines miles 
and made a swap. In May, he was 
roaming North Africa. 

“I took miles out of some pro- 
grams I don’t use and got some 
value out of them,” says Hintz, who 
calls himself “a miles junkie.” 

Frequent flier programs have 
been around for nearly three 
decades, and billions of miles go 
unused. Airlines used to prohibit 
swaps of frequent-flier miles — it’s

still in the fine print of many loy- 
alty programs. But now some are 
perfectly fine with exchanges like 
the one that Hintz made — they 
collect a fee on every trade. 

Hintz used one of the little- 
known swap Web sites. Points, 
com, which operates like a crude 
stock exchange or commodities 
trading floor. 

Another site, LoyaltyMatch. 
com, lets members sell miles or use 
them to buy merchandise. 


Travelers say mileage trades 
are a quick and convenient way 
to add miles in a snap. 

But others say they’re a bad 
deal for consumers. 

Tim Winship, publisher of Fre- 
quentflier.com, says at current 
fares travelers get less than 2 cents 
per mile when they redeem their 
collection for a flight. 

“Keep that per-mile value in 
mind,” Winship says. If you’re 
paying a fee, “then you’re kidding 
yourself. Usually when I look at 
these things, it ends up being a 
pretty questionable value for the

Analysts say bank is 
playing it safe in case 
economy dips again 

NEW YORK I Morgan Stanley said 
Wednesday it lost more than 
$1.2 billion in the second quarter 
as it took charges to cover continu- 
ing losses in its real estate invest- 
ments and its repayment of gov- 
ernment bailout money.

Virginia Tech gunman Seung Hui

Surgery to Cut Olsen’s Year Short

WHEN SCOTT OLSEN walked off the 
mound to a standing ovation in the 
ninth inning of the Washington 
Nationals’ July 5 victory there was 
the sense that he’d finally righted 
himself after an abysmal start to 
the season followed by an extended 
stay on the disabled list with left 
shoulder tendinitis. 

In his first two starts since 
returning from the DL, he was 
dominant. Five days later in Hous- 
ton, things started to go wrong. 
“The day after I pitched in Hous- 
ton was a hard day,” he said. 

And Thursday morning, in an 
operating room at the Washing- 
ton Hospital Center, Olsen’s sea- 
son will officially end. 

“I thought it was behind me, but, 
obviously, it’s not,” he said. “Nothing 
else I can do about it now but try to 
get on a program and trying to get 
back and ready for next year.” 

When he was unable to make 
his scheduled start after the 
All-Star break, Olsen was diag- 
nosed with a small tear in his 
labrum. The diagnosis was con- 
firmed during a visit to Dr. James 
Andrews in Birmingham, Ala. 

The club expects Olsen to be 
ready for the first day of spring 
training in February, but until 
then his absence means the club 



will field a five-man rotation that 
is seriously short on major-league 
experience and includes several 
pitchers likely to be shut down 
before the season ends. 

J.D. Martin, taking Olsen’s rota- 
tion spot, was roughed up in his 
major-league debut Monday, but 
interim manager Jim Riggleman 
said he’s sticking with the 26 -year- 
old rookie. “We hope that J.D. will 
stay,” Riggleman said. “J.D.’s per-

Schools Recruit 
Fans With Video 


High-tech advertising 
campaign makes you 
feel like a top prospect 

MARKETING I The Boston College 
football team has its eye on a new 
recruit: you. 

The Eagles are sending out a 
marketing video online that lets 
you know what it’s like to be a top 
prospect, right down to putting 
your name on the scoreboard and 
painting it — electronically — in 
the end zone at Alumni Stadium. 
At the end of the video, head coach 
Frank Spaziani hands you a tele- 
phone and your own phone rings: 
It’s BC captain Mike McLaughlin, 
telling you about season ticket pack- 
ages (starting at only $175!). 

“We were trying to see if we 
could get some buzz out there,” 
said Matt Murrey a Fenway Sports 
Group vice president who helped 
put together the ad blitz for BC. 


The video takes advantage of 
technology that also was used by 
the Miami Dolphins in a ticket 
push that helped them collect 
55,000 unique e-mail addresses, 
“which is huge for us,” Dolphins 
vice president Scott Loft said. 
But the BC effort has an interest- 
ing twist: Unlike real recruiting, 
where schools fight furiously for 
the top recruits, several schools 
have teamed up on the venture 
to save money. 

“We compete with each other 
on the field, but we don’t com- 
pete in the financial areas,” said 
Arizona State assistant athletic 
director Steve Hank, who helped 
assemble a group of schools from 
the Big East to the Pac-10. “I’m 
not competing with BC for tick- 
et sales, because I’m in Tempe, 
Ariz. It’s one of the surprising 
things for me in college athletics, 
that more of this doesn’t occur.”

How many times has young 
writer Ryan Grim purchased 
fake LSD? “Well, six for this book 
alone,” responds the Huffington 
Post congressional reporter and 
erstwhile jam band party animal, 
31. Grim’s new book, “This Is Your 
Country on Drugs: The Secret His- 
tory of Getting High in America,” 
benefits from the scribe’s personal 
experiences and his comprehensive 
research, “Drugs” presents lucid, 
stat-laden portraits of designer 
drug labs, the Brotherhood of Eter- 
nal Love, the Marijuana Tax Act of 
1937 and much, much more. 

How has your drug use affected 
your career? 

It hasn’t, except perhaps to advance 
it. If I hadn’t been a casual drug user 
in college, I wouldn’t have noticed 
that LSD had disappeared. 

I read that piece [his Slate story 
“Who’s Got the Acid?”] at the time. 


Everybody read that piece at the 
time. [Laughs.] I got scores of 
e-mails and not a single person 
told me I was wrong. And that’s 
what led to the book. 

What was the French connection? 

The Erench connection is ultimate- 
ly an American creation. You have 
gangsters locked up in the U.S. dur- 
ing World War 11, The government 
goes in and tells them — Lucky 
Luciano and others — “If you help 
us gather intelligence on Italy and 
Sicily, we’ll let you out of prison,” 
We invade Sicily with their help. 
We work with the mobsters in the 
’48 [Italian] election to defeat the 
communist party. At the same time, 
the mob takes over the unions in a 
Erench port, Marseilles. And then 
Luciano ships heroin through the 
Erench connection — for decades. 
There’s a Justice Department 
report that talks about the numer- 
ous times that drug control agents 


closed in on them. They kept being 
pushed back by other actors in the 
government. 

You cite strong parallels between 
that and the CIA’s Contra policy in 
the ’80s. 


You know, the goal of the CIA’s 
Contra policy was never to aid 
drug trafficking or to bring a blight 
upon urban America. ... It was a 
side effect — an acceptable con- 
sequence. ... They had to gin up 
all kinds of illegal ways to fund the

Contras, including selling arms to 
the Iranians. If you’re willing to 
do that, it seems that you’d turn a 
blind eye to cocaine. 

Where do you see American drug 
policy going? 

The goal for the legalization move- 
ment is to get the federal govern- 
ment — through Congress — to 
say, not that marijuana’s legal, but 
that states have the right to cre- 
ate their own marijuana laws and 
that if they decide to legalize, the 
federal government will not inter- 
fere.

In Suzan-Lori Parks’ 
new play, ‘A’ doesn’t 
stand for ‘adultery’ 

STAGE I As it turns out, the title is 
about the least shocking aspect 
of Suzan-Lori Parks’ “[Exple- 
tive] A,” 

Currently at Studio Theatre’s 
2nd Stage, the play draws from 
“The Scarlet Letter” in its creation 
of Hester (Jennifer L, Nelson), an 
abortionist with a “weeping and 
stinking” letter A branded on her 
chest to note her profession, Hester 
bears her outcast status so she can 
save enough money to free her 


son (Jahi Kearse), imprisoned as 
a child by the mayor’s wife (Jjana 
Valentiner), 

Hester sees her son as a “good 
boy,” but, as the audience finds, a 
record of acts ranging from mur- 
der to bestiality to cannibalism 
says otherwise. While Hester saves 
money and plots revenge against 
the first lady escapes from prison 
and evades capture from bounty 
hunters who have elaborate plans 
for his torture. 

Directed by Keith Alan Baker 
and Rahaleh Nassri, the play’s first 
act displays some dark humor and 
brief musical numbers that accom- 
plish the rare feat of entertaining 


without derailing the show. A vio- 
lent and devastating offense at the 
act’s close preps the audience for 
the play’s horrifying conclusion.

The Color Purple’ 
loads lots of triumph 
and tragedy into one 
jampacked musical 

STAGE I Reprising her role in the 
Broadway production of “The Color 
Purple” for the first North Ameri- 
can tour of the musical, Fantasia 
not only shines as lead character 
Celie, but becomes Celie. 

Having that focus for the audi- 
ence’s attention is crucial to this 
production. If you can keep up with 
the eventful world of “The Color 
Purple” as it races by on the Ken- 
nedy Center stage, you’ll catch the 
central story of a trampled-upon 
Southern black woman who refus- 
es to go down for the count. 

Fantasia’s performance makes 
it worthwhile to concentrate hard 


to connect the dots of the whole 
incident-packed musical, adapt- 
ed from Alice Walker’s sprawl- 
ing novel and cemented in many 
people’s heads by a 1985 film filled 
with indelible performances. 

Of course, with Oprah Winfrey 
(who garnered an Oscar nomi- 
nation for her film role as Sofia) 
as the show’s producer, the cast 
is populated by many capable 
actors. La Toya London (a sea- 
son 3 “American Idol” contestant 
along with winner Fantasia) is a 
delicate songbird as the soft and 
sweet Nettie. Felicia P. Fields is a 
force to be reckoned with as the 
tough Sofia. Her signature num- 
ber, “Hell, No!,” announces in no 
uncertain terms that she is not the 
woman to put up with any man’s 
misogynistic nonsense. Angela 
Robinson makes Shug Avery the

most seductive and likable town 
tramp you’ve ever meet. Even 
Rufus Bonds Jr. does what he can 
to make the overnight transforma- 
tion of Mister from tyrant to demo- 
crat as believable as possible. 

Inevitably, the staged version 


of “The Color Purple” lacks the 
depth of the Pulitzer Prize-win- 
ning novel, and it certainly pales 
on the tearjerker-meter compared 
to Steven Spielberg’s film. After 
all, this is a musical rendition 
of a heart-wrenching narrative; 
some emotional highs and lows 
are bound to be lost in transla- 
tion. Still, the show-carrying per- 
formance of its star redeems the 
show’s dings. 

Even after her incestuous 
father impregnates her (a couple 
times!), gives away her children 
and palms her off to an even more 
abusive husband who she knows 
only as Mister and who seems to 
know her only as “you-sho-is-ug- 
ly,” Celie still finds the strength to 
go on living. 

Even after Mister takes away 
her last reason for living, her pret- 


tier sister (as is made abundant- 
ly clear by both Mister and her 
father), Nettie — because Nettie 
refuses his advances and he makes 
Celie feel like so much cattle when- 
ever his true love, Shug Avery, is 
in town — Celie manages to keep 
hold of her sanity and her capac-

ity for song. 

We root for this tough soul, 
even if the audience itself feels 
knocked around by all Celie must 
endure. But continuity within the 
script and Eantasia’s performance 
give the character solid, believ- 
able grounding. The presentation 
of Celie’s life-affirming number 
“I’m Here” in the later part of Act 
2 recalls with poignant grace the 
scene in Act 1 in which she proved 
her abused soul was still capable of 
finding solace in the color purple 
— and singing about it. 

Most of the emotional strings 
are pulled by the music, by Brenda 
Russell, Allee Willis and Stephen 
Bra, who turn out one catchy, pop- 
influenced tune after another, 
and the thunderous, African step 
dance-influenced choreography 
by Donald Byrd. The sets sweep 
you easily from rural Georgia to 
Africa with no dropping of cur- 
tains or dim lighting needed to 
camouflage the transitions. 

The musical is an experience 
unlike that of the book or the film. 
Getting caught up in the fast-for- 
warded, feel-good pull of the pro- 
duction has its own supersonic 
charm and, best of all, one is able 
to witness Fantasia’s newfound 
stage-acting light burning brightly.

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What’s funny about 
Obama? At Woolly 
Mammoth, Second 
City tries to find out 

STAGE I The devil is in the prom- 
ise. 

It may seem to be a comedic 
task of herculean proportions, but 
legendary Windy City theatre team 
the Second City has taken over 
Woolly Mammoth Theatre with 
“Barack Stars,” claiming to provide 
what no comedian has been able to 
deliver in the six months since the 
inauguration — convincing, funny 
and insightful satire on President 
Barack Hussein Obama. 

Red or blue, left or right, this is 
the time ... for a comedic change 
of pace. The historic glow sur- 
rounding the 2009 election has 
faded just enough, and the tal- 
ented company seems qualified 

— Chicagoans on a Chicagoan 

— to provide the perfect well of 
an honest and vitriol-free satiric 
examination of the first few presi- 
dential months. 

It’s the type of performance that 


highlights the talent and funny 
bone-touching abilities of the cast.

and while “Barack Stars” brings the 
shock-induced, absurdity-based 
laughs, some of the punch lines 
feel worn out, even though Obama 
hasn’t inspired a lot of razor-sharp 
satire to date. 

Using a machine gun-style of 
delivery, the six-member comedic 
team pieces together skits examin- 
ing the dream patterns of Obama 
(hint: He’s thinking historic), chain 
gang songs on the beautiful soci- 
etal ability to blame everything on 
the economic crisis, and a hilari- 
ous little bit of word association, 
spy-based improvisation from a 
smirking Lily Allison and Brooke 
Bagnall. 

Seth Weitberg plays enforcer- 
like Chief of Staff Rahm Emanuel, 


“one bad-ass Jew,” who carries the 
sin of being just too good at what 
he does. Sam Richardson mimics 
the diction of Obama in a mock 
conversation with a monument 
on the dangers of being too much 
like Lincoln, while Anne Coulter 
and Rush Limbaugh perform a 
’50s-style duet on being “as awful 
as awful can be.” 

Even though Second City sings, 
“It’s OK to criticize Obama,” the 
hot-button topics (Rev. Wright, 
unpaid taxes from appointees, etc.) 
are rattled off as a laundry list and 
make no appearances elsewhere 
in the production. 

Jokes are rooted in politics but 
rarely penetrate the surface level, 
giving an already-in-the-tank 
audience plenty of opportunity 
for shoulder-patting. Laughter 
may be the best medicine, but not 
when you’ve been promised a cure.

‘In the Loop’ posits 
a fictional war that 
plays like a real one 

FILM I Art imitates life in “In the 
Loop,” a rousing new film from 
writer-director Armando lannucci 
that opens on Eriday. When a Brit- 
ish minister accidentally backs a 
U.S. war in the Middle East, both 
countries are thrown into a spiral 
as politicians, generals and interns 
attempt to solve a crisis that bears a 
resemblance to real-life politics. 

“We wanted to pick up on the 
fact that not all major decisions 
are made at the top,” lannucci says. 
“They’re the cumulative effects of 
a lot of people.” 

lannucci says the film grew out 
of “The Thick of It,” a BBC show 
about the inner workings of Brit- 
ish government. The two projects 
share a major character, Peter 
Capaldi as director of communi- 
cations, and other cast members 
appear in different roles here. 

“I’ve never been politically

active, but I’ve always been politi- 
cally aware,” lannucci says. “I do 
primarily comedy, so my natural 
reaction is to see the humor in 
a situation, in this case politics. 
My favorite films, like 'Doctor 
Strangelove,’ do this in a way that 
doesn’t belittle the situation.” 

“In the Loop” contains lots of 
profanity. At first, “I thought, 'Do 
you think Americans will take 
offense at the language?”’ he asks. 
“We even did swearing research — 
there’s a lot in the Pentagon but not 
much in the State Department.” 

But no worries about including 
it? “Now there’s Rahm Emanuel.”

Hoots & Hellmouth’s 
explosive live shows 
are an open secret 

MUSIC I For Sean Hoots, the tent- 
revival energy and sepia-tone 
melodies of old folk and bluegrass 
records offered a kind of musical 
salvation. After becoming disil- 
lusioned with the narrow con- 
fines of his post-college indie-rock 
bands, he found new inspiration 
in the past. 

“I have family roots in the 
Appalachian Mountains in west- 
ern North Carolina,” says Hoots. 
“After the rock bands, I rediscov- 
ered where I came from both per- 
sonally and musically. Those are 
two things that are very inter- 
twined and don’t exist without 


each other.” 

Hoots, who sings with an exu- 
berant tenor that explodes effort- 
lessly into a gospel wail, started 
playing open-mic shows with 
Andrew “Hellmouth” Gray, and 
Hoots & Hellmouth were born. 
They began touring the country 
with a few friends and developed 
a reputation for their spirited and 
sweaty live shows. 

“When we play live,” says Hoots, 
“it’s just the four of us playing 
stringed instruments and stomp- 
ing on wooden boards, and there’s 
a certain visceral energy there.” 
That go-for-broke intensity dis- 
tinguishes Hoots & Hellmouth 
in a string-band scene crowded 
with revivalists such as Chatham 
County Line and innovators such 
as the Avett Brothers. 

When the band began record-

ing its second album, “The Holy 
Open Secret,” the Philadelphia- 
based group worked hard to re- 
create that distinctive energy in 
the studio, which meant scrapping 
early recordings they deemed too 
atmospheric. 

Re-entering the studio with 
Philadelphia-based engineer Bill 
Moriarty, the quartet emphasized 


barreling tempos and percussive 
playing, but the album offsets that 
rambunctiousness with quieter 
compositions like “Three Penny 
Charm” and “Ne’er Do Well,” which 
showcase its range and restraint. 

“We just tried to preserve that 
spirit as best as possible, not striv- 
ing for perfection as much as for 
emotional connection,” Hoots says. 


“As long as you can listen to it and 
say that it sounds like we’re play- 
ing with everything in us, then 
that’s how we wanted it to sound.”

FILM I D.C.’s fourth annual Afri- 
can Diaspora Film Series takes 
the diaspora part seriously. The 
2001 movie “White Like the Moon” 
(Sat., 1:30 p.m.) is about aMexican- 
American girl whose mother forces 
her to bleach her skin to fit in 1950s 
Anglo society. But the issues this 
girl faces are things to which those 
of African origin can relate. 

The diversity of stories illus- 
trates the wide breadth of the Afri- 
can experience. “Glorious Exit” 
(Thu., 7 p.m.) is a 2008 documen- 
tary about a Swiss-Nigerian actor 


living in Los Angeles who is sum- 
moned to Africa to bury the father 
he barely knows. The 2006 movie 


“No Time to Die” (Thu., 9 p.m.) is 
a comedic romance about a Gha- 
naian hearse driver who will do 


anything to woo a woman. 

One of seven premieres at the 
fest is “Nora” (Fri., 8:30 p.m.), a 
2008 documentary about self- 
exiled Zimbabwean dancer Nora 
Chipaumire, and its soundtrack 
is by Thomas Mapfnmo. It will be 
shown with “Movement (R)evolu- 
tion Africa,” interviews with nine 
choreographers who express trou- 
bles and passions of their home- 
lands through movement. 

The festival closes with “Yous- 
sou N’Dour: Return to Goree” (Sat., 
8:30 p.m.), a 2006 documentary 
on the Senegalese singer. It’s the 
type of movie that the diaspora — 
and anybody else — can celebrate.

AMD’s series about 
American culture 
on the brink is still 
smokin’ in season 2 

DVD I The first episode of the sec- 
ond season of “Mad Men” begins 
with the cast of characters getting 
ready for their days. Joan Hollo- 
way (Christina Hendricks) zips 
up another of her form-fitting 
dresses, Peggy Olson (Elisabeth 
Moss) dons more modest attire, 
and Don Draper (John Hamm) 
takes off his shirt for a physical. 
“Let’s twist again,” sings Chubby 
Checker on the soundtrack, “like 
we did last year.” 

It’s a telling montage, not just in 
the way it re-immerses you into the 
world of “Mad Men” — the world 
of 1960s New York, where women 
were “girls,” men drank liquor at 


business meetings, and everyone 
smoked everywhere — but for the 
way it defines these characters by 
their relationship to the fashions 
and feelings of the era. 

“Mad Men,” a surprise hit for 
AMC, is a period drama, and even 
though its historical aspect is stu- 
diously researched and exactingly 
executed, the emphasis is always 
on “drama.” 

The second season may have 
more twists and turns than the 
first, following Don Draper and 
his wife, Betty (January Jones), as 
they each deal with a fresh round 
of businessman and housewife 
crises. They play their characters 
as collected and composed, con- 
stantly struggling to keep their 
doubts and emotions in check as 
the times demanded. 

Refreshingly, the new four- 
DVD set lets the second season

speak for itself. Instead of the 
redundant makings-of and behind- 
the-scenes featurettes that litter 
so many DVDs, “Mad Men” con- 
signs most of that information 
to the commentaries in favor of 
short, in-depth documentaries 
on the politics and pop culture 
of the era. 

The two-part “Birth of an Inde- 
pendent Woman” examines the 
changing gender roles of the late 
1950s and early ’60s and subtly 
underscores their effect on charac- 


ters — notjust the women enjoying 
more freedom and responsibility, 
but also the men whose jobs and 
power are threatened. 

Similar to the first-season 
DVD set, the second season also 
highlights the fashions of the era 
— the men’s crisp suits, the wom- 
en’s increasingly shorter skirts. 
Half a century later, those period 
elements may draw viewers to 
the show, but it’s the drama that 
makes them tune in every week.

The Coolest Beans 


Take hot coffee off 
your summer menu 
and chill out with the 
town’s top iced brew 

J A V A J I V E I As the heat and humid- 
ity in the District reach rainforest 
levels, the thought of a steaming 
cup of coffee matches the appeal 
of pulling on a sweater. 

The solution? Ice it down. And 
for a small but growing group of 
java enthusiasts, the best way to 
do that them keep heat out of the 
picture entirely. 

Cold-brewing is a method of 
making coffee that involves steep- 
ing coarse grounds in water for 
hours before straining them to cre- 
ate a concentrate. When thinned 
down and combined with milk and 
sweetener, they result in a smooth 
drink with hints of chocolate and 
vanilla, and a remarkable absence 
of the bitter kick iced coffee can 
sometimes carry. 

While most coffeehouses still 
use the more prevalent technique 
of making hot coffee, chilling it and 
serving it over ice, cold brews can 


be found in a few local spots, 

“We don’t sell many iced drinks 
in the winter, but during summer- 
time, we just can’t keep up with 
the demand,” said Connie Lee,

owner of Jolt’n Bolt Coffee and 
Tea House, a small cafe in Adams 
Morgan with a funky, purple- 
trimmed alleyway entrance, “We 
have to make it in a big 5-gallon 
container,” 

Lee said that two years ago, 
when she bought her shop, cold- 
brewing was just beginning to 
catch on locally, 

“I’m a big fan of it myself,” said 
Lee, who prefers hers with a shot 
of vanilla, “I have a sensitive stom- 
ach, so the low acidity works very 
well for me. The taste lasts on your 
tongue forever,” 

Modern Times Coffeehouse 


uses a similar method at its loca- 
tion in the lower level of Van Ness’ 
Politics & Prose bookstore, 

“Using cold water makes it 
so there’s less acid, and it’s very 
smooth,” said co-owner Javier 
Rivas, 

Joel Finkelstein serves two types 
of iced coffee at Qnalia Coffee — a 
sublime cold brew and a cold drink 
with hot coffee brewed directly over 
ice — and his Petworth shop fea- 
tures on-site bean roasting. While 
Finkelstein said he likes the hot 
method because it retains more 
of the subtleties that coffee aficio- 
nados enjoy, he understands the 
appeal of cold brews, 

“It’s more of a confection,” 
said Finkelstein, “It’s a treat,”

SPICE AT NIGHT I Adams Morgan 
now has one more way to keep you 
up late: Sawah Diner, The culi- 
nary temptation comes from Meh- 
met Ayhan, owner of downtown’s 
Rumi, who decided he needed a 
new challenge. 

“The restaurant is working 
without me,” said Ayhan, “It had 
its own customers, so I had noth- 
ing to do. You always have to move 
on to new things.” 

Sawah expands on Rumi’ s Med- 
iterranean fare to include Ameri- 
can staples. But don’t be tricked by 
the diner’s name. Ayhan aimed for 
early breakfast service every day 
but opted instead to slowly intro- 
duce new features. 

“We’re starting with lunch, 
dine-in and delivery,” said Ayhan, 


But the menu 
doesn’t stop at 
Americana. Sawah 
serves lamb shish 
kebabs, cigar 
borekand dolma 


“And we’ll go step by step. It’ll 
probably take us two months to 
go to 24 hours.” 

But don’t be too disappoint- 
ed, the restaurant, with a slew of 
outside seating, offers great diner 
prices even though the all-day eggs 
will have to wait. A steak dinner, 
including a starch and house salad 
tops the price point at 19-99. Pasta 
is a steal ($10-$12) and comes with 
garlic bread and a salad. But the 
menu doesn’t stop at Americana, 
Sawah also serves lamb shish 
kebabs, cigar borek (feta and herbs 
wrapped in phyllo dough) and 


dolma (stuffed grape leaves). 

While the restaurant is still 
working out some opening issues 
(fighting for a liquor license), be 
sure to try the pita bread, which 
is made fresh in house every day. 
Sawah will sustain you for your 
walk home after the bars; it’s open 
until 1 a.m Sunday to Thursday 
and 4 a.m, over the weekend. 

But fries, a diner staple, are still 
in development at Sawah, 

“We couldn’t find a way to make 
them very, very crispy,” said Ayhan, 
who ended up resorting to the fro- 
zen kind. “We could make them a 
little crispy, but not crispy enough. 
And people like crispy.” 

Growing pains aside, don’t dis- 
miss Sawah where its Arabic inter- 
pretation (come together) rings 
true, and you’ll soon find your- 
self in the comfort of this diner,

BAD SEEDS I Evil kids: Can’t live 
with ’em, can’t kill ’em. 

Ever since Patty McCormack’s 
sickeningly sweet murderess Rhoda 
Penmark in 1956’s “The Bad Seed,” 
the horror movie subgenre featur- 
ing inherently wicked children 
has been scaring people no mat- 
ter their age. 

Now along comes “Orphan,” 
starring Isabelle Fuhrman as 
Esther, who would be a formidable 
foe for Damien from “The Omen” 
movies, the shiny-eyed towheads 
from “Village of the Damned” or 
glowering little Billy from “The 
Twilight Zone.” 

Esther comes across as a near- 
perfect child, with her politeness, 
painting and piano pla)dng — until 
she smashes a bird’s head with a 
rock and forces a nun to drive off a 
snowy road, just for starters. 

“Harry Potter and the Half- 
Blood Prince” invokes the evil-child 
theme, too. It features flashbacks to 
the childhood of Tom Riddle, who 
would go on to become Voldemort; 
even when Tom was at Hogwarts, it 
was obvious to his professors that 
he was dangerous. 

Wheeler Winston Dixon, a Uni- 
versity of Nebraska film professor, 
says the enduring appeal of demon 
children in horror films is the fear 
of the unknown. 

“Parents wonder what their chil- 
dren will become, and while they 


wish the best for them, they often 
feel as if they have no control over 
them,” he says. “It is this essential 
lack of knowledge, and the fear that 
the children have a secret world 
which adults can’t enter, which 
drives our fear of childhood as a 
separate domain.” 

“Orphan” screenwriter David 
Leslie Johnson says he’s loved the 
evil- child horror subgenre ever 
since he saw “The Bad Seed.” “If 
you look at the other movies that 
were coming out at that time, it’s 
like the movie came from outer 
space. There was nothing out 
there like it.” 

And it was so horrifying, that 
the filmmakers — forced some-

what by the Holl)Avood code that 
crime should never pay — gave it a 
dens ex machina ending so Rhoda 
doesn’t get away with murder. (In 
the original book and Broadway 
play, she does.) 

In many of these films, the 
father is absent or bamboozled; it’s 
left to the mother to come to the 
slow, horrifying realization about 


her offspring. 

“Orphan” is similar: Vera Far- 
miga’s character — troubled by 
alcoholism, a miscarriage and 
guilt over the near death of her 
deaf daughter — figures out there’s 
something wrong with Esther. Peter 
Sarsgaard as the father doubts his 
wife because of her past unreliabil- 
ity and is quite taken by his newly 
adopted child. 

“There’s just something really 
primal in that mother-child rela- 
tionship,” Johnson says, “so I felt 
like that was really the best rela- 
tionship to exploit and corrupt, to 
take what should be the most natu- 
ral bond in the world and turn them
